GERMANY AND HER ALLIED POWERS 
HAVE PROPOSED TO ENTER PEACE

Berlin. Dec. 12—-Germany and her allied powers have proposed 


to enter into peace negotiations. 


Germany’s Peace Proposal 
Will Include Suggestion 
That Territorial Status 
Be Returned As Before War 


Washington. Dec. 12— Germany's peace proposal, according to 
the German embassy official, will include the suggestion 
that 
all 


territorial status of the nations engaged in the war be returned 
to what it was before the war started. 


Peace Proposal to be Read 
at the Reichstag Today 


Berlin. Dec. 12— Proposals that Germany and her allied powers enter 


into peace negotiations forthwith is contained in notes handed repre­ 
sentatives of the nations representing the German belligerent countries. 
Chancellor Bethmann von Hollweg called the representatives of the Unit­ 
ed States. Spain and Switzerland into his office and handed them the note. 
the full text of which will be read at the Reichstag today. 
The chancellor asked that the neutral nations which represent Ger­ 
many and her allied powers at the capitols of the nations at war to bring 
these proposals JU) the attention of Germany's enemies. 
By Handing the 


note to the representatives of the United States, Spain 
and 
Switzerland 


Germany really transmitted it directly to the enemy countries, and under 
existing conditions this was the only possible course of diplomatic inter­ 
change between the Central Powersand the Entente Allies. 
Diplomatic representatives of the United States. Spain and Switzerland 


forwarded the note handed them by Chancellor von Hollweg to the respec­ 
tive capitols, and the foreign office will transmit the text of the note to 
their representatives at the capitol of the Entente Allies and then will be 
delivered to the governments. 
The same procedure will follow in the ease of formal replies 
to 
the 


peace proposition.

England, for instance, will probably give the American-Spanish am­ 
bassador and Swiss minister identical notes detailing the response to Ger­ 
many's proposals and which will be transmitted to the United States. Spain 
and Switzerland through the diplomatic channels and handed to Germany 
through representatives at Berlin.
